REPORT OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES. 


To the Citizens of Freedom :— 

Freedom Free Public Library was opened for loaning books, 
Dec. 51, 1892, with a beginning of 79 volumes, which were fur- 
nished by the state. Since that time the balance of books due 
from the state have been received, together with 68 volumes from 
the Ladies’ Literary Club of Freedom, to whom thethanks of the 
town are due, besides nearly 100 volumes which have been kindly 
contributed by Senators Gallinger and Chandler, and a few vol- 
umes from various individuals. 

The library has been well patronized by people from all parts 
of the town, showing their interest in and appreciation of the ad- 
vantages derived therefrom; and by annual additions of books, so 
that all the people of the town may be served jwithout delay or 
difficulty, we shall soon be abreast of towns which have long had 
the benefits of a public library. We would earnestly recommend 
a liberal appropriation to be expended in books the coming year.
